“definitely unauthorized,” Knud- 
sen, in a statement late Friday 
said:

DETROIT.—With produc- 
tion during the current week 
reaching a total of 85,000 to 
86,000 units, only a small 
part of it contributed by 
Ford Motor Co., it is apparent 
that the much mooted “depres- 
sion” has not made itself mani- 
fest in minds of automotive ex- 
ecutives. True, a slowing of pro- 
duction may be expected during 
December, since dealer sampling 


will then be complete and output 
will be geared to current demand. 


There can be little question 
that these are times to look facts 
in the face. Pollyannas have no 
place in the picture but, on the 
other hand, gloomsters should be 
equally taboo. Too often when 
we say we will look facts in the 
face, we force ourselves to see 
only the adverse facts which be- 
come distorted and harrowing 
when set apart without the soft- 
ening background of favorable 
factors. 

Retail sales reports of new 
passenger cars up to the middle 
of the current month would indi- 
cate that the pace is still in ad- 
vance of the pace attained last 
year at this time. Throughout 
the past year sales have run con- 
sistently ahead from month to 
month, with the single exception 
of April, which was forced down 
due to labor difficulties in this 
and other industries. But sales 
have continued heavy throughout 
the fall months.

SOUTHBRIDGE, Mass.— 
Dr. Edgar D. Tillyer, of the 
American Optical Co., states 
optical science has met the 
challenge of blinding glare 
on highways by polarized 
lenses to filter the light vi- 
bration.

Pa. Limits Fog Lamps 
On Vehicles to 2 or 3 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (UTPS).— 
Secretary of Revenue J. Griffith 
Boardman said this week that mo- 
torists may not use more than 
three nor less than two fog lamps. 

Legislation recently enacted 
amending the motor code permits 
any motor vehicle to be equipped 
with such lamps mounted on the 
front of the vehicle, and spaced at 
a distance of not less than 20 
inches apart and of a height of 
not less than 12 inches nor more 
than 42 inches above the level of 
the ground upon which the vehicle 
stands.

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Used Cars 


(y= job facing the industry this year—and all years— 
but this year quite acutely, is the problem of moving 
used cars. Stimulated new-car buying during the fall 
months, as the result of moving announcement time for- 
ward, results each year in accumulated stocks of used 
cars in dealers’ hands. So far this year little has been 
done by the industry as a whole to accelerate used car 
sales while reams of advertising have been directing public 
attention to new cars. 

Fundamentally, the used car angle of this business 


should be solely a problem of the dealer. He buys used 
cars in a competitive market and sells them at loss or 
profit, according to his own ability. Dealers, however, 
maintain that this happy condition does not exist because 
of an alleged demand for new car volume from factory 
representatives which circumvents his use of his better 


judgment. Then, too, he is selling used cars backed to 
a great extent only by his own local advertising and his 
reputation, as compared with new cars which are given 
the benefits of exploitation by the best advertising brains 
in the country. 

Stagnation in the used car market can lead only to 
stagnation in the new car market. Used cars actually 
represent purchasing power with which new cars can be 
purchased, but this remains true only so long as cars can 
be kept moving and are not permitted to back up on a 
used car lot. When this occurs, the dealer becomes prop- 
erty poor, as we might say, and new car sales also become 
stagnant. Efforts to stimulate used car sales at this time 
of year, we feel should be commensurate with the efforts 
made to stimulate new car sales. We sincerely hope that 
the industry as a whole will co-operate to that end. 


How’s Your Cancer? 


“TN this corner,” on this page today, contains a letter 

from a manufacturer of automotive parts who takes 
umbrage to the estimate made in ADN’s “Pink Sheet” 
Wednesday, placing this week’s output at 89,000 units. 
This estimate, compiled Tuesday, could not anticipate 
labor trouble which caused a loss in production of some 
3,000 units later in the week. With this adjustment, the 
ADN estimate coincides with that of Ward’s Automotive 
Reports, made independently, putting the total at 85,757. 

In the last paragraph of this letter, however, the writer 
seems aroused because ADN refuses, on the basis of cur- 
rent figures, to be talked into a blue funk or to use what- 
ever influence it may have to talk others into a blue funk 
in order to gain “benefits” in the way of legislation. Per- 
haps we are just a bunch of pollyannas, but at least that 
puts us out of the class of people whose idea of a friendly 
greeting is: “How’s your cancer?” 


Christmas Clubs 


Wits Christmas only a month away, Christmas Clubs 
throughout the country are pouring some $320,000,- 
000 back into circulation. Certainly, this is not a tre- 
mendous sum but sufficient at that to make a down- 
payment on a million automobiles.

Production 

Your issue of Nov. 17, giving 
your production estimate for 
weeks ending Nov. 13 and Nov.

Chicago Show Attendance Kelipses 1936 Record 


Huge Bank of . Prospects 
Holds Attention of Dealers

CHICAGO.—Although the 38th 
annual Chicago automobile show, 
which closed last Saturday, fell 
short of the expected attendance 
figures, it topped last year’s mark 
of 318,000 by attaining a 322,000 
total, according to figures re- 
leased this week at headquarters 
of the Chicago Automobile Trade 
Assn. 

The spectacular show wound up 
in a blaze of glory. The Friday 
and Saturday crowds, both after- 
noon and night, took up the slack 
of the preceding days by com- 
parison with a year ago. 

As against 1935, this year’s ef- 
fort was at least 35,000 higher in 
attendance. The gain proved 
highly satisfactory to the spon- 
sors, since the 1935 show was the 
first to be staged at International 
Amphitheatre, and the first also 
to be featured by a brilliant cen- 
tral arena production as a draw- 
ing card. 

Encomiums continue to be 
showered upon H. T. Hollings- 
head, president of CATA; S. L. 
Davis, chairman of the show com- 
mittee; Al C. Faeh, manager, who 
is recognized as the “maestro of 
automobile showmanship,” and 
Faeh’s production staff headed by

Frank J. Kennedy, technical 
rector; Kathryn Wilson, stylist 
color expert, and John C. 
Becker, scenic artist. 

Faeh took a “busman’s holiday” 
this week, when, accompanied by 
Kennedy, he slipped away to view 
the Cleveland show, one of the 
features of which is the “Brides 
of the Nations” revue, a 
light of Chicago’s 1936 show.

$125.000.000 More

NEW YORK.—Automotive taxes 
will hit a new high of $1,550,000,- 
000 in 1937, or nearly $125,000,000 
more than in 1936, it is estimated 
by the American Petroleum In- 
dustries Committee. Less than 
$1,000,000,000 of that money will 
find its way into road funds. 

The bulk of these payments, 
$1,145,000,000, will go to state gov- 
ernments in the form of gasoline 
taxes and registration fees. The 
federal government will receive 
as its share approximately $330,- 
000,000, of which nearly two-thirds 
will be derived from the dupli- 
cating federal tax on gasoline.

NEW YORK 3ecause of wide 
variation in the use of automotive 
tax funds, the motorists’ tax dol- 
lar in one state may currently buy 
two or three times 
improvement 
in another state, according to the 
American Petroleum Institute. 
Chief among the causes for this 
fluctuation of the value of the 
motorists’ tax dollar are: 

1. Misuse of road taxes for non- 

highway purposes. 

2. Excesive debts. 

3. Unwise division of road funds 
with local units of govern- 
ment. 

Diversion 
to purposes other 
financing takes a 
from the motorists’ tax dollar in 
more than half of the states. 
Only in a few states is there no 
diversion. The highest misuse of 
automotive tax funds is in New} 
York, where 58.2 of the automo- 
tive tax dollar last year was 
used for non-highway purposes. | 

The second factor currently 
cutting down the revenue avail- 
able for actual road improve- | 
ment is highway debt. Some 
states have no road debts; other 
states have plunged themselves 
into debt for highways so deep- 
ly that payments absorb an ex- 
cessively large part of current 
automotive tax revenue. In South 
Carolina debt service last year 
absorbed 61.4 per cent of auto- 
motive tax receipts. In west 
Virginia 67.9 per cent of the

‘Crash’ Drivers 
Will Get Strict 
Exams in Colo. 


DENVER.—AIl automobile driv- 
ers involved in accidents here- 
after in Colorado will be forced to 
take a new drivers’ examination 
and the requirements for obtain- 
ing licenses have been increased 
substantially, according to A. G. 
Snedeker, director of the state 
examining division. 

He said the examinations have 
been made so much more strict 
that the percentage of failures 
to pass the tests is now 12 per 
cent, as compared with less than 
one per cent previously. The ex- 
amination given includes tests 
prepared by the National Safety 
Council and an extensive demon- 
stration of practical driving 
ability. 

“The special examination given 
them includes driving over a long 
course through downtown traf- 
fic.” he said. “Grading is strict, | 
and unless they obtain a satis-| 
factory grade, their licenses are | 
withdrawn and they are given | 
permits to drive only when a 
licensed operator is riding with | 
them.” |

LANSING.—Culling out of 300,- 
000 unfit drivers from among 
Michigan’s 2,500,000 licensed oper- 
ators is expected to result from 
the state’s more stringent licens- 
ing requirements which will take 
effect Jan. 1. More important 
than this 12 per cent culling, state 
officials believe, will be the im- 
provement in the driving habits 
of the remaining 88 per cent. 

According to Oscar C. Olander, 
state police commissioner, under 
the new system every driver will 
be forced to take inventory of 
himself as a driver, iron out and 
strengthen his weaknesses and re- 
fresh his knowledge of driving 
requirements. 

Among the chief aims of the 


new requirements is the gaining | 


of public acceptance of the theory 
that the driver has a definite re- 
sponsibility to society. This re-

sponsibility, Olander said, is for- 
gotten by the majority of drivers,

“With one blind man to every 
6,000 men of employable age in 
the country, the Ford Motor 
company holds that it should 
have at least one blind man for 
every 6,000 employes. Of course 
we have more than that who 
are totally blind and _ several 
hundred whose defective vision 
would make their employment 
elsewhere extremely doubtful. So 
with other physical handicaps 
that do not utterly incapacitate 
for work. Thus we have tuber- 
cular persons, specially provided 
with open-air work under suit- 
able protection. And working at

Class Truck . 
Rates Favored 
In ICC Ruling 


WASHINTON.—For the first 
time since passage of the Federal 
Motor Carrier act, the entire in- 
terstate commerce commission 
this week went on record as fa- 
voring the class trucking rates, as 
opposed to commodity rates. 

The commission’s opinion was 
given in its report on I. & §&. 
Docket No. M-117, rates between 
Arizona, California, New Mexico 
and Texas. Four points made in 
the commission’s decision were: 
1 Proposal of carriers to cancel 

all-freight and all-commodity 
rates for rail and motor trans- 
portation and to substitute in 
lieu thereof a system of class 
rates between points in Cali- 
fornia, Arizona, New Mexico and 
El Paso, Tex.; found not un- 
reasonable. 
2 Proposed volume class rates 
from and to El Paso; found 
unduly prejudicial. 
3 Maintenance of specific com- 
modity rates for motor trans- 
portation from Los Angeles to 
Albuquerque, N. Mex., and failure 
to maintain similar rates from 
Los Angeles to El] Paso; found un- 
duly prejudicial and preferential. 
4, Suspended schedules ordered 
canceled without prejudice to 
the filing of new schedules in con- 
formity with the conclusions 
herein.

Here is a man 84 years old, who 
got his job with us at the age 
of 60. A railroad man, he was 
within a few months of his re- 


tirement pension, but he went 
on strike, and he was one of 
the men not taken back. This 
60-year-old striker came to our 
employment office and asked for 
a job. 

“He had no pull, but there 
was a job that he could fill and 
he has been there 24 years, build- 
ing and paying for his home in 
the meantime. 

“Unemployment, whatever its 
phase, has just one cause— 
lack of work—nothing else. Once 
this country begins to move 
normally the real problem we 
shall have to face is a shortage 
of men. 


“The whole question has one 
encouraging element — it is not 
a majority condition; it is a 
minority problem; it can be 
solved; with everyone sensibly 
considering and co-operating, as 
so many are doing these days, 
it will be solved.”

“The strike is 
stamped unauthorized by the 
highest union officers and it 
would seem that it is their duty 
to get the strikers out of the 
plant, in order that the men may 
get back to work and the dispute 
be negotiated in an _ orderly 
manner. 

“Irresponsibility on the part of 
locals, unauthorized strikes and 
the defiance of union officers 
eventually will make agreements 
valueless and collective bargain- 
ing impossible in practice.”

Council’s Survey

BOSTON.—The New England 
council preceding the opening of 
its 13th annual conference reports 
that its survey shows the outlook 
for 1938 is considered favorable, 
based on returns from a majority 
of the industries in the territory 
filing reports.

out of work. Four hundred men 
are sitting down in the plant 
at the present time. No meetings 
have been held or requested 
since Wednesday’s meeting, and 
the whole affair is a flagrant and 
lawless violation of the agree- 
ment between the union and 
General Motors Corp. as_ the 
agreement plainly states: 

“Should any differences arise 
over grievances there shall be no 
suspensions or stoppages of work 
until every effort has been ex- 
hausted to adjust them through 
the regular grievance procedure 
and in no case without the ap- 
proval of the international offi- 
cers of the union.’ 

“There is no excuse for the 
shutdown. The agreement con- 
tains the means for handling 
grievances such as are claimed by 
the union but no attempt was 
made to follow the procedure. 
Instead seizure of the plant was 
resorted to.” 

In a statement issued Sunday, 
Knudsen said that “the corpora- 
tion must insist that the assur- 
ances against wildcat strikes 
given by the union under date of 
Sept. 16 remain in force and be 
again acknowledged before any 
further negotiations can take 


place.” 


This agreement gave the cor- 
poration the right to discharge 
employes involved in strikes un- 
authorized by union officials.

Pontiac Dealers’ 


Profits 


Reported at a New High 


PONTIAC.—As a_ group, the 
4,000 and more Pontiac dealers in 
the United States have just com- 
pleted the most profitable period 
in the company’s history, accord- 
ing to C. P. Simpson, general 
sales manager. 

The latest figures available are 
for the nine months ending Sept. 
30, during which time, Simpson 
declares, the net profit of all Pon- 
tiac dealers was $3,982,970 greater 
than in the similar period of 
1936, an increase of 47.2 per cent. 

“That good management on the 
part of our dealers played a big 
part in this highly satisfactory 
statement is indicated by the 
fact that net profits increased to 
a greater degree than the number

“Used cars have stepped up 
along with new car sales, with 
407,553 units sold up to Sept. 30 
this year compared to 371,476 
during the same time last year, an 
increase of 36,077.” 

Although there was an in- 
crease of 157 in the number of 
dealers added last year, that fact 
accounted for only part of the 
increase in net profit, as shown by 
the figures which give an average 
of 41 per cent more profit per 
dealer than in the preceding year. 
In other words, the average dealer 
has made more money, Simpson 
said. 

The dealer profits were made in 
the face of rising fixed expenses 
in the form of higher salaries, 
wages, commissions, rent, supplies, 
etc., which amounted to an in- 
crease of more than 1% millions. 
But while this total of fixed ex- 
penses increased by such a large 
amount, fixed expenses per $1,000 
of new car retail sales decreased 
$13, again creditable to better 
management, Simpson stated.

from the figures available, the 
picture so far has not shown any 
shadows. Packard retail sales 
for the first 10 days of November 
were reported well ahead of the 
same period of 1936, with a total 
of 2,284.

Cadillac sales for the 
first 10 days this month were re- 
ported as 1,016 as against 545 last 
year and October with its 3,115 
was the best year since 1929 and 
compared with 1,110 last year.

Business Tax Modification 
Gains Support in Congress

WASHINGTON.—Emphatic de- 
mand for modification of business 
taxes as a step toward turning 
the industrial slump this week 
brought new concessions from a 
house tax sub-committee and sen- 
ate speculation on an alternative 
sales tax or higher individual in- 
come levies. 

Sentiment for repeal or modi- 
fication of the undivided profits 
tax reached a crescendo in senate 
comment.

Consumption Of AUTOMOTIVE STOCK QUOTATIONS 


Secretary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau jr., Chairman Pat 
Harrison, of the senate finance 
committee, said that if more reve- 
nue is needed after modification 
of the undivided profits tax it 
might have to come from a manu- 
facturers’ sales tax or from lower 
income brackets.

Chairman Fred M. Vinson 
said the proposed change would 
mean no further loss in treasury 
revenue if capital transactions are 
“accelerated,” as is hoped. 

Senators Bone and Schwellen- 
bach, of Washington, liberal ad- 
ministration supporters, urged 
undivided profits tax revision this 
session, and if that is impossible, 
retroactive action at the January 
session to provide refunding of 
part of this year’s burden. 

Another strong administration 
supporter, Senator Minton, of 
Indiana, declared “it ought to be 
modified now,” and Senator Mc- 
Adoo, of California, consistent 
New Dealer, commented in like 
vein: “It should be done right 
away.” 
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DETROIT 
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Federal Mogul 
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Car Accessory 
Firm Earnings 
Revised Down 


DETROIT. Fourth - quarter 
earnings expectations of accessory 
companies in this area are being 
revised downwards by reason of 
reduced shipping schedules from 
automobile manufacturers and 
the continued delay in resump- 
tion of volume production by 
Ford Motor Co., according to the 
Wall St. Journal. 


Instead of recording an ap- 
preciable gain over last year’s 
fourth quarter, as seemed prob- 
able a month ago, it appears that 
a majority of parts companies 
will do well to equal last year’s 
showing, the paper says. 

Benefits obtained for fourth- 
quarter earnings by the earlier 
start on new models this fall are 
in danger of being nullified by 
what are likely to be reduced 
operating schedules over the bal- 
ance of the year. Already the 
curtailment is almost general 
with parts companies. 


Ford suppliers, such as Briggs 
Manufacturing Co., Murray Corp., 
and Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Corp., 
have been particularly hard hit 
by the delay in volume produc- 
tion at the Rouge plant.

Iron Ore Holdings 
of Witherbee Corp. 


CLEVELAND.—As a further 
step in the “integrating ten- 
dencies of the steel industry,” Re- 
public Steel Corp. will assume 
control of properties of Wither- 
bee Sherman Corp., it was an- 
nounced this week by R. J. 
Wysor, Republic president. Con- 
trol is to become effective with 
the approval of a 25-year lease by 
Witherbee stockholders. 


The lease includes the opera- 
tion of iron ore mines and plants 
at Mineville and Port Henry, 
N.Y., and 100,000 acres of ore 
bearing lands near Lake Cham- 
plain. Wysor said that the lease 
is based upon the mining by Re- 
public of a minimum of 500,000 
tons of ore annually. 

A revision of provisions of a 
mortgage securing the $3,600,000 
principal amount of outstanding 
income bonds of Witherbee Sher- 
man is contemplated in order to 
permit the consummation of the 
lease. 

Port Henry Mining Co., Wither- 
bee subsidiary, is included in the 
agreement.
